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ORGANIZATION OF THE UNIVERSITY. 


E A 

By an act of Congress, approved April 19, 1864, in 
words as follows: That seventy sections of land (44,800 
acres) shall be set apart and reserved for the use and sup- 
port of a State University, and to be appropriated and 
applied as the Legislature may prescribe, tor the purpose 
named, and for no other purpose; and by virtue of an 
Act of the Legislature, approved February 15, 1869, 
accepting the donation of 90,000 acres of land granted 
by Congress of the United States to the State of Ne- 
braska, for the purpose of endowing a College for the 
“benefit of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts," the 
State became entitled to the aforesaid land, to be used 
in establishing and supporting a State University and 
Agricultural College. 

By an act of the Legislature, approved February 15, 
1869, the Regents were authorized to establish a Univer- 
sity, consisting of six departments or colleges. 

1. A College of Ancient and Modern Languages, Mathe- 
maties and Natural Science. 

2. A College of Agriculture. 

3. A College of Law. 

4. A College of Medicine. 

5. A College of Practical Science, Mechanics and Civil 
Engineering. 

6. A College of Fine Arts. 

In conformity to this law, the Regents, February 7, 
1871, resolved to open the first department of the Uni- 
versity in the fall, and on the 4th of April they selected 
a corps of competent and experienced professors, and 
fixed the time of opening, Thursday, September 7, 1871. 

In order to increase the usefulness of the University, 
and to provide instruction by a tutor, a Latin School was 
organized, in which students not fully qualified for the 
college classes may receive instruction. This school will 
be discontinued as soon as practicable.

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THE UNIVERSITY AND THE STATE, 


The University of Nebraska is constituted by law a 
part of the edueational system of the State. lt owes its 
existence to the same authority which has given to the 
State its system of Common Schools, and its interests 
have been lodged in the bands of a Board of Regents, 
elected by the Legislature. 

Tt was, no doubt, the intention of those accepting the 
various grants of land made by the United States, to 
make the University the crowning work of the school 
»rstem of the State—that it should sustain a close and 
vital relation to the High Schools and the Common 
Schoolis, which may be by law established. 

With wise forecast it aims to secure to all the members 
uf the communwealth, who may avail themselves of its 
generous provisions, an opportunity for the most liberal 
culture in literature, -cience and the arts, and in such 
technical courses as shall from time to time be established. 
The-e advantages are afforded to all citizens of the com- 
monwealth free of charge for tuition, without regard to 
sex or race, on condition of possessing the intellectual 
and moral qualifieations requisite for admission. 

Students trum other States are required to pay a 
maderate fee per term, but in all other respects they 
have equal privileges and advantages in the University. 

With this liberal provision for the educational needs. 
af eitizens, and extending a cordial hospitality to those 
from other States, the University has entered upon the 
work for which it was founded. 
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UNIVERSITY DEPARTMENTS. 


By the act of the Legislature constituting the Univer- 
sity, provision is made for establishing six Departments 
or Colleges. 

Already two Departments have been organized; first, 
that of Literature, Science and Art; second, that of Agri- 
culture. In the first there are four courses of study of 
four years each; and in the second there are two courses, 
one of four years, and a course of one year. In the 
College of Literature, Science and Art, the courses are 
the Classieal, the Scientifie, the Latin Scientifie, and the 
Greek Scientific. 

Studehts who do not design to complete either of these 
courses will be admitted to the University, provided they 
are prepared to pursue the studies of the University 
classes. 


DEPARTMENT OF LITERATURE, SCIENCE 
AND ART. 


ADMISSION. 

Applieants for admission to the Latin School should be 
at least fourteen years of age; must be of good charae- 
ter, and must pass satisfactory examinations in reading, 
spelling, practical arithmetic, descriptive geography, and 
English grammar to analysis. 


ER 
CLASSICAL COURSE. 


Candidates for admission to the Freshman Class in the 
Classieal Course should be at least sixteen years of age, 
and must give satisfactory evidence of good moral charac- 
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ter. The requirements for admission to this class will be 
the studies of the Latin Seheol, or their equivalent. 


IL 
TELE LATIN OR GREEK SCIENTIFIC COURSE. 


In the Latin and Scientific eourse candidates will be 
zomined in all the studies required for the Classical 
Course, except Greek. The Latin read is the same as 
in tho Classical Course, and in place of Greek, twelve 
terms study is required in German and French. 

In the Greek and Scientific Course, such as wish to 
substitute the Greek of the Regular Classical Course for 
tue Latin ero permitted to do su. 


IIE. 
THE SCIENTIFIC COURSE. 


The requirements for admission to the Freshman Class, 
in the Scientific Course, are "ile studies of the Latin 
School (except Latin and Greek.) The higher algebra and 
German begun belong to the Freshman year of this course. 

Tt is greatly desired, however, by the Faculty, that 
stucont. in this course take the amount of Latin pre- 
crise in the [etin School, as a preparation for their 
English studies, 

IV. 
SELECTED STUDIES 


Special students will be admitted to the various Uni- 
versity courses of study, selecting such studies as they 
mav preter, with the advice and under the direction of 
the Faeultv. Such students will be classified as Univer- 
sity students. 

For preicieney in any departurent, a certiicate may be 
given by the Professor; but no degree will be conferred 
except on completion of one of the prescribed courses. 
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FORM OF APPLICATION. , 

A blank form, accompanied by a notice of the mode 
of procedure, is furnished to each student; this must be 
properly filled, and after examination must be returned 
to the Chancellor, who will give to such as pass examina- 
tion a card of admission to the classes of the University. 


DEGREES, 


(1) The degree of Bachelor of Arts is conferred on 
students who complete the Classieal Course and pass the 
examination in the same. 

(2.) The degree of Bachelor of Philosophy is confer- 
red on students who complete either the Latin and Scien- 
tifie, or the Greek and Scientific Course, and pass the 
examination in the same. 

(3.) The degree of Bachelor of Science is conferred 
on students who complete the Scientific Course, and pass 
the examination in the same. 

(4) The degree of Master of Arts, or Master of 
Science, is conferred respectively on Bachelors of Arts 
or of Science, who shall pursue a post-graduate course 
of study for one year under the direction of the Faculty, 
or upon graduates of three years’ standing who shall 
have been engaged during that time in literary, scientific 
or professional studies. 

(3.) Honorary degrees will be conferred on such per- 
sons as, in addition to fair scholarship, have attained emi- 
nence in literature, science or professional life. 


LIBRARY. 


The Library of the University is composed of books 
selected with care to meet the wants of students. Almost 
every department of literature is represented in the se- 
lections already made. It is required by law that an 
annual appropriation be iaade by the Board to increase 
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the number of books in the Lihrary. There is also at- 
tachet to the Library a well arranged reading room, sup- | 
plied with newspapers end the leading megazines of the 


dar. The Library is open to all students free of charge. || 


APPARATUS. 


The University is supplied with extensive and entirely 
new Apparatus in both the departments of Chemistry and 
Physies. It is the aim of the University to illustrate 
every important principle in Physies by suitable appara- 
tus; in the Chemical Laboratory there is ample provision 
made for illustrative experiments, and for instruction in 
Practical and Anaivtical Chemistry. The corveniences 
and completeness of the Laboratory are equal to any in 
the conntry. Each student is furnished with a given : 
amount of chemicals free of charge; beyond that he is 
re nired to pay the eost of the material used. Considera- 
bie addifens have been made to the conveniences and | 
material of the Laboratory during the past year. 1 


CABINET AND MUSEUM. | 


A spacions ream has been set apart for the use of the | 
Cabinet and Museum, and already between seven and 
eight thousand choice specimens have been secured. It 
is the purpose of the Doard to place in the Cabinet a 
superior collection of marine shells. 

_ À contribution of models from the Patent Office has 
been placed in the Museum, and also interesting relies 
from the state. 

Friends of the University can greatly assist us in 
inaking additions rapidly to our Cabinet and Museum by 
forwarding to us choice specimens of rocks, or relics 
found in various parts of the State. 

During the vear the University has received valuable 
donations to the Mineralo real Cabinet from IIon. Stephen 
E. Nuekolls, of Salt Lake City.

VI. 
CHEMISTRY AND NATURAL SCIENCES. 
Prof. SAMUEL AvcHey, A. M. 


The object of this department is not merely to teach 
the facts of Nature, but the laws and principles that con- 
dition the phenomena of the material universe. 

A chemical lecture room, laboratory, and a large 
cabinet are provided, so that every principle or fact may 
be fully illustrated. 

Students in Analytical Chemistry are supplied with 
everything necessary to work out practically all the chemi- 
cal problems that usually present themselves in this study. 

Instruetion is given by text books, lectures and illus- 
trations in the laboratory. 


BOTANY, ZOOLOGY AND GEOLOGY. 


In Botany, Gray’s text books are used, accompanied 
by full instructions from specimen plants, and with ex- 
cursions into the prairies and woods in order to observe 
the habits of the flora of this region. 

In Zoology, Agassiz’s text books are used, accom- 
panied with leetures on Classification and on Compara- 
tive Anatomy. 

In Geology, instruction will be given chiefly by lectures 
and illustrations from specimens in the cabinet, and by 
field work. The text book is Dana's Manual of Geology.

THE FRENCH LANGUAGE. 


Since French is the lenguage of dipiomacy, of tourists, 


ana of foreign couris, if ie unnecessery to urge its 
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practical importance. But it has another side: lt is as 
remarkable for its capabilities in the finish of style as 
French taste is in matters of fashion and in objects of 
vertu. The French mind is singularly perspicuous and 
elegant. Its conceptions are clear and its statements 
unmistakable. It has produced a literature that, in eriti- 
cism, is unrivaled, and in lvrie poetry, romance, historical 
narrative, and scientific exposition, is necessary to all who 
aim at thorough and extensive scholarship. 

It is purposed to make the student master of idiomatic 
construction. The course adopted is that of Fasquelle, 
whose method and its auxiliaries are believed to be 
unsurpassed, if not unequaled. i 

Prof. Dake will instruct the classes temporarily in this 
department. 


IX. 
LATIN SCHOOL. 
GEORGE E. Catren, À. M, Principal. 


Students will be admitted to the school at any time on 
passing the required examination, but it is greatly pre- 
ferred that they present themselves for examination at the 
beginning of the year, or at least on the first day of each 
term. Unless for special reasons, students will be required 
to select one of the courses of study prescribed; but such 
as ean pass examination in any study of this grade will be 
allowed to take another in its place. 

The preparation for either the Classical or the Latin 
Scientific Course will require two years; for either the 
Greek Scientific or the Scientific Course, students, who 
have already obtained a good knowledge of the common 
bianches of study, can prepare in one year. 

In the Latin Scientific Course, German and French take 
the place of Greek; in the Greek Scientific, they take

The course of instruction in Agriculture is intended to 
ve both theoretical and practical, The theoretical part 
includes a ensoful study of those sciences upon which all 
eurrest agriculture must De based. Tho practical will be 
imparted by showing how the principles of science: may 
be applied to the art of farming. The design is to train 
up a elass of thoughtful, intelligent, ooservicg iermers, 

There are two courses of study: (1) A four years 
course wh gun. puallel with the scientiic course 
vo the University, and lena» to the seme degree. (2) À 
shorter course, whieh duy be completed in from three to 
six terms, according te the students advancement when 
he entera, 

The -ollowing is a brief synopsis of the lealing topics 
which receive special attention in this course, or which 
cre peculiar to it, and is under the ewe and instruction 
of S. R. Thompson. A. M. Prof. of Theoretical and 
Pecetical Agriculture.

GEOLOGY. 


In addition to the usual elementary instruction which 
is given in this science, special care is taken to’ teach the 
Geology of Agriculture. This embraces the formation of 
soils, their chemical, physical and economic character, 
their snitability for different kinds of crops, and the 
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principal geological features of various portions of the 
United States as affecting soil and productions. The 
Cabinet of the University affords specimens for illus- 
trating the principles involved in this Department.

POLICY. 

It im the aim of the University to furnish facilities for 
eiucntion in every department of study, to every student 
in the State. By the sale of lands and by other means, 
provision will he male for tho constant growth of the 
University. whieh, if is confidendy expected, will equal 
the demands made upon it. . 

It is earnestly desired bv the Faculty that students 
should pursue some oue of the courses of study prescribed, 
and select in addition such optional studies a» they may 
he ghe to pursue. 

Hach student will he required to take at least three 
daily studies or lectures. unless permitted by a vote of the 
Puntty to take a less number. 

EXAMINATIONS, 

At the close of each term there is a public examination 
of all the classes of the University, and the grade of 
sehedar-hip in entered in the rosorüs of the University. 
No student ean be passed In a stwly except on a satis- 
faetovv examination. The examinations are both oral 
ant written. 

"ATTENDANCE AND GOVERMENT. 

The rules of the University require of every student 
punetualty at all statel exerci-es, including attendance 
at the devotional exercises of the ehapel. 

Al. ciclinquencies ave noted, and must be excused to the 
proper elficers, and in case of flagrant oifenses against 
guud order, the Faculty will adjudicate the case under the 

Low wade by the Beard of Regents for the govern- 
onl of students. 

Students cre not permitted to drop any study, or 
conteo of study. until arter term examination except with 
tle consent of the Faculty, 
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Students are not allowed to absent themselves from 
town without permission from the Chancellor. 

Students will be suspended or dismissed whenever in 
the opinion of the Faculty they are pursuing a course 
seriously detrimental to themselves or to the University. 

Whenever the unexensed delinqueneies of any student 
amount to ten in number, notice is given to the student, 
and to his parent or guardian; and, unless corrected to the 
satisfaction of the Faculty, such student ceases to be a 
member of the University. 

LITERARY SOCIETIES 

There are two Literary Societies, the Palladian and the 
Adelphian, in connection with the University, and under 
the supervision of the’ Faculty. Both societies have well 
furnished halls, and are valuable aids to the students in 
literary and rhetorical culture. 

"HESPERIAN STUDENT." 

The Hesperian Student, a paper published bv the 
students of the University. has been regularly issued 
during the year, and has been found especially useful 
as a means of communication with the publie concerning 
the condition and work of the University. 

TUITION AND BOOKS. 

Tuition is free io all residents of the State. An 

entrance fee of 55.00 is paid by every student at the 


time of his matriculation. Non-residents are charged 
$8.00 per term. Books are furnished at cost to the 


BOARDING. 

Boarding can be obtained at reasonable rates in private 
families. ‘During the year it has been from 83.50 to 0 
per week. Students by renting rooms and taking meals, 
or boarding themselves, can reduce the cost to $2.00 or 
$9.00 per week. 

Students who wish to take lessons in vocal or in- 
strumental musie in connection with their studies, will 
have facilities for doing so at the University, at the 
usual price for such instruction.
